altering the Colour of the Chyle in tie Latfeal Veins % by 
Mania Lifter Eft]}. 

'""r**He palTage of the Chyle through the Inteftines in-- 
| to the Lafte.il Veins, is a thing hitherto demon- 
ftrated to the Eye by none. Dr. lower ingenioufly con- 
fcfleth the ill fuccefs he had in trying with Aer, or with 
tinged Spirit of Wine , by neither of which he was able 
to force apaffage. And JJValaus (Epiji.de motuCkyli) 
is very pofitive, that however the Chyle in the Inteftines 
may be divetfly coloured 5 yet it is ftill white in the 
Lacteal Veins. And Diemerbroik in his late Anatomy 
Publilhed 1672. (p. 37.) affirms, Chdam femper album 
inveniri in T'afh LaBeu Mefenteruis & ihoracicis- -~~vi- 
r idem zero rubrum alter ■imve color i<, in its a nemine haU- 
enwif.m fuiffe. 

Notwithstanding which, and my own former uniuc- 
cefiful Tryals (7 hil, Tranf. Nnmb.95.) I did not doubt 
but that fome happy Experiment would (hew the con- 
tnry* and a purpoftly coloured Chyle might find ad- 
mittance into the Lafteal Veins though not by force, 
yet by the Confent and Introduction of Nature her felt 
The fuccefs of fome late Experiments I made to this pur- 
P ofe 5 l (hall here acquaint you with. 
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Experiment I. 

I csufed a Dog to be fed, and after four hours, or 
thereabout 3 and having ready by me a clear Tincture 
of Indigo, diflblved in fair Water and filtred, I opened 
the Abd$wen>zxi& making a fmall Incifion in the Jejunum, 
I injeft/d an ounce or two. This done, we ftitch'd up 
the Gu% and all, again, and the Dog turned upon his 
Lcggs. After one hour and a quarter, we cut theftich- 
es •■> and then beheld a copious Diftribution of Chyle and 
turgid LaUeal Veins 3 but as white as ever. And yet 
carefully fearching the Guts, we perceived none of the 
Injected Liquor any where.

Another Dog, which was kept falling 40 hours, had 
a very little fleih, without water, given him, about 5 
hours before the Injection of the Tinfture of Indigo ; 
which was performed after the fame manner, as before : 
only it was now well warmed, and about Twelve Oun- 
ces thrown up the Duodenum, and down the lleon. Here 
were empty Guts, and not the leaft appearance of any 
LaUeal Veins in the Mefentery. After full 3 hours , the 
Stiches were cut again ("fome bufinels hindring me 
from doing of it fooner) and carefully examining the 
Mcfenterj, we found many LiUeal Vans of an Azure 
Colour j and catting (bme of thebigeft of them afunder, 
we plainly fr.v a thick blewifh Chyle to iflTue forth, and 
tofpreadit fclf over the tranfparent Membranes of the 
Mefentcry, This is a very truth, which the Chirurgeon 
I employed to affifi me, in the Experiment, can well 
witnefc, whole Eyes I ufed, as well as my own, in care- 
fully exam'mi 5; thefe matters. 

Whence, ai !, ough it hath been doubted of hy fome, 
yet is it melt evident, That the LaUeal Veins receive, 
what they carry, from within the Cavity of the Intest- 
ines.
